Denied Having Shot Drogo 


Shortly before midnight, last night 


Czulada was arrested in his room in 
Bent's court, by Lieut. John Freeman 
Sergts.j Bart 3Ryan and/THomas Me 
Cloughry and Inspector Frank Fox. H' 
was taken to the police, station where 
he gave his'age as-20 y«trs"an'd fn a 
statement made to 1ha officers dcniec 
that, he had .anything to do with the 
shooting. 
In talking with the police Czulada 


said that Drogo had prone to his room 
and locked himself in. 


Czulnda was later taken to St. John's 


hospital and brought before.Drogo, but 
the wounded boy failed to identify him 
as his assailant. Czulada was held by 
the police, however, on a charge of as- 
sault with a pistol, that charge being 
permissible because of '.be fact 
that 


the wounded man had sworn that Czu- 
lada did the shooting-, before a justice 
of the peace and through an interpre- 
ter.As all the knowledge the police have 
of the case was obtained through an 
interpreter, and as those residing; in

wound'that began in'the abdomen on 
the right side and ended in the hack 
where the bullet went out. In

course, the bullet penetrated the lower 
part of the liver. 
As the patient was 


suffering from hemorrhage and 
shock, 


it was agreed that his condition was 
very critical, and his death, was be- 
lieved to be only a matter of a short 
time. 


The boy did not suiter much, as he 
was unconscious or nearly so practical- 
ly all of the time. He was a. fine look- 
Ing young fellow, possessed of a rug- 
ged physique for one of his age.

ngiiin baffled this morning in his attempt to complete the Paris-Londoii 
flight with u passenger which started so auspiciously last Tuesday, even- 
ing. 
He ascended twice this morning in his endeavor to cover the com- 


paratively short distance over which a spell seems to have been cast sep- 
arating him from London but could make no headway and in the..second 
forced descent damaged his machine so seriously that he will be unable to 
resume the flight for 24 hours.

His first ascent was miufc from Upelmrch. near Rainham where' h& 


landed after a battle with the strong wind Saturday at 4.30 a. in. 
On the 


ground a dead calm prevailed mid.nil conditions seemed favorable for.tha.' 
flight but the machine after ascending above the trees was caught In.a' 
tricUy wind and although Moissant remained in the air 26 minutes he coui-'l 
cover only n very short distance as his supply of petrol then gave .out- and 
he descended to replenish it. 
After a delay, of half an hour the air-', 


man again ascended against a thirty mile breeze -which he fousht for the 
succeeding half hour covering only four miles in the last 27 minutes. 
Finally a heavy gust of wind caught the monoplane and flung it down bod- 
ily 100 feet, missing one of the high hedges bordering the English road-, 
ways. 
Moissant avoided it by an abrupt swerve and the machine landed 


in a Held, striking so heavily, however, that it was badly damaged. 
The 


sheds used in starting were buckled, the rudder and propeller broken and 
parts of the framework were smashed. 
Moissant and his mechanician, 


Kilius, narrowly escaped injury. 


Moissant and his machine are now at Seven Oaks, nbont twenty miles

tfon of all cable communication with 
the Pacific coast of Nicaragua renders

AMERICAN AVIATO 


Baffled in Attempt to Complete 


Paris-London Flight 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—John B. Moissant, the American aviator, was. 


again baffled this morning in his attempt to complete the Paris-London 
flight with a passenger which started so auspiciously last Tuesday even- 
ing. 
He ascended twice this morning in his endeavor to cover the com- 


paratively short distance over which a spell seems to have been cast sep- 
arating him from London but could make no headway and in the second 
forced descent damaged his machine so seriously that he will be unable to 
resume the flight for 24 hours. 


His first ascent was made from Upchurch near Rainham where h« 


landed after a battle with the strong wind Saturday at 4.30 a. m. 
On-tha 


ground a dead calm prevailed aud all conditions seemed favorable for the- 
flight but the machine after ascending above the trees was caught in a 
tricky wind and although Moissnnt remained in the air 26.minutes he could 
cover only a very short distance as his supply of petrol then gave out and 
he descended to replenish it. . After a delay of half an hour the 
air- 


man again ascended ngaiiis!,.,a thirty mile breeze which he fought for the 
succeeding half hour covering only four miles in the last 27 minutes. 
Finally a heavy gust of wind caught the monoplane and flung it down bod- 
ily 100 feet, missing one of the high hedges bordering the English road- 
ways. 
Moissant avoided it by an abrupt swerve and the machine landed 


in a field, striking so heavily, however, that it was badly damaged.. 
The 


sheels used in starting were buckled, the rudder and propeller broken and 
parts of the framework were smashed. 
Moissant and his mechanician, 


Filius, narrowly escaped injury. 


Moissant and his machine are now at "Seven Oaks, about twenty miles 


from Upchurch and an equal.distance from London.

Another Fatally Injured in Shoot- 


ing Affray in 
Brockton 


. BROCKTON', 
Aug.- 
22.—Salvatore | 


Morolli, aged 23, o£ North Montello 
street, is dead, and Guiseppe •_ Fuzzo, 
also ail Italian, lies at Brockton hos- 
pital, fatally wounded, it is 'believed, 
and-the police are looking, for a-man 
known as Stephen Stephano. as ;a re- 
sult of a shooting affray shortly' after 
5 yesterday afternoon at the. home of 
Salva.ni Pisteili at 10-Burkes court. 


Moroili died at the Brockton hospi- 


tal, where ho and Puzzo -were removed 
following the shooting. A 
23-caliber 


bullet' liad entered the right side of his 
body between the sl.\th and seventh 
ribs, pierced the lung and continued 
down through the body into the vital 
organs. • Puzzd, 
aged about" 18, had 


22-callber bnltat wounds in the back 
of .the neck, In the left cheek 
and 


on the r'iKhl hand. 
.-The police are unable, to determine 
what led up to the shooting. Morolli 
and Puzzo were in the kitchen of the 
house, Stephano was in a room next 
the kitchen, the police say, Mrs. Pis- 
teili stood in a doorway leading to the 
street, and Pistelli claims to have been 


asleep in another part of the house. 


One shot was fired in the kitchen and 


Morolli rushed" out to the 
doorway, 


where Mrs. Pistelli was standing, with 
his hand on his side and shouted: "I 
am shot; I am a dead man." 


He then turned back to the kitchen, 


following which there was a 
rapid 


exchange of shots, and then llorplli ran 
Into the street, down .Bui Ice's dourtf, a 
distance of over 100 yards, and out onto 
Crescent street in front of the central 
postoffke, where he plunged head fore- 
most onto the sidewalk at the feet'of 
Clerk of Police Court Harry W. Flagg 
who was just coining out of the post- 
office. 


The police were notified 
and they 


took Morolli and Puzuo in the ambu- 
lance to the hospital, but Stephano 
was not found.

Only 
meagre reports by wireless have been 
received, but according to these it ap- 
pears that the Bedford 
struck the 


docks two milos west of Quelpart isl- 
and, lying about fifty miles south of 


Korea off the straights of Korea, at 4 
o'clock Sunday morning.

was then sailing v/ith a British BQuad-

China, for 


Nagasaki. 


The bottom section of the ship and 


the machinery, according to wireless 
reports, suffered serious damage from 
the rocks and the cruiser Is pounding 
badly in the high seas. A number of 
Japanese warships, accompanied by 
lighter sand salvage vessels, were des- 
patched from the nearest Japanese sta- 
tion immediately upon receipt .of 
the 
news of the disaster, but whether the 
ship can be salvaged Is doubtful. 


The accident occurred during full

Cgain baffled this morning in his attempt to complete the Paris-London 
flight with a passenger which started so auspiciously last Tuesday even- 
ing. 
He ascended twice this morning in his endeavor to cover the com- 


paratively short distance over which a spell seems to have been east sep- " 
arating him from London but could make no headway and in the second 
forced descent damaged his machine so seriously that he will be unable to 
resume the flight for 24 hours.

His first ascent was made from Upchurch near Rainham where,ha 


landed after a battle with the strong wind Saturday at 4.SO a. m. 
On the 


ground a dead calm prevailed and nil conditions seemed favorable for the 
flight but the machine after ascending- above the frees was caught in a 
tricky wind and although Moissant remained in the air 26 minutes he eoul'J : 


cover only a very short distance as his supply of petrol then gave put and. 
he descended to replenish it. 
Afier n delay of half an hour the air- 


man again ascended against a thirty mile breeze which he fought for the 
succeeding half hour covering only four miles in the last 27 minutes. 
Finally a heavy sust of wind cnught the monoplane and flung it down bod- 
ily 100 feet, missing one of the high hedges bordering the English road-, 
ways. 
Moissant avoided it by an abrupt swerve and the machine landed 


in a field, striking so heavily, however. 
I hat it was badly damaged. 
The 


sheels used in storting were buckled, the rudder and propeller broken and 
parts of the framework were smashed. 
Moissant and his mechanician, 


Filius, narrowly escaped injury.

This company has absorbed the Continental Rubber company, orgaii- 


. ized in 1903, and the Continental Rubber Company of America, organized in 


January, 190G, and although it was not organized until December, 1006, yet 
Mr. Aldrieh, astute and able ns he is. claims that the two former companies 
were but subsidiary companies for the latter.

availing and they could do nothing to 
help the sufferers 
toward whom the 


flames were rapidly crr-eping. 


It was nearly noon before the flro 


had 'been sufficiently controlled to al- 
low the wreckers to work and to com- 
mence the removal of the bodies. Even 
then parts of the wreckage were still 
afire and cars over which the oil had 
been scattered continued to burn for 
hours.

When he regained consciousness 
ho was under the pile of lumber from 
the curs of the northboui.d train, hav- 
ing been hurled a distance of 30 feet. 


He was pinned underneath several 


of the larg'c timbers and used his left 
leg to dig through the dirt sufficiently 
to allow his body to pass through, 
enabling him to get where assistance 
could roach him. 
Operator Collapses 


Although the officials of 
the 
Cen- 


tral Vermont road have had little op- 
portunity today to look into the cause 
of tho wreck and have not placed tho 
blame upon any one as yet, it is re- 
ported that the engineer of tho north- 
bound train ran by a .signal that had- 
boen set by tho operator at Northtie.ld. 


Tonight the operator. L. P. . Mur- 


rore, is a nervous wreck. He has been 
unconscious the greater part of tho 
dny and no cffor has been made to 
secure from him his version
